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LOWER VALUE OF IMPORTS AND EXPORTS 
IN SEPTEMBER 


A brief summary of United Kingdom overseas trade in September is given below. 


A survey of trade in the third 


quarter of 1951 will be given in a later issue of the Board of Trade Journal. 


£208-2 million, was £16-0 million (7 per cent.) below the 

average in the previous two months. September was, however, 
a shorter working month and if allowance is made for this the 
reduction compared with the July-August level was no more than 
the normal seasonal movement. Export prices showed a further 
small increase—the export price index (1950-100) moved up by 
one point to 125—and in terms of volume, September exports were 
9 per cent. below the July-August average. 

In the third quarter as a whole United Kingdom exports amounted 
to £655-9 million, an increase of £35-7 million over the average 
for the first half year. The total value of exports in the first nine 
months of this year has been 17 per cent. more than the rate for the 
year 1950; on a provisional estimate, the increase in volume over 
the 1950 average has been about 3 per cent. 

The upward movement in the value of imports in recent months 
was halted in September and the total for the month, £337-3 million, 
was {31-2 million lower than in August. As in the case of exports, 
this reduction was in line with the normal seasonal movement, a 
large part of the fall being accounted for by seasonal reductions 
among food imports. As a result, total imports in the third quarter 
were only 6 per cent. higher than in the second quarter : estimates 
of changes in import volume are not yet available but this increase 
was probably due for the most part to an increase in the volume of 
imports. The volume of total imports so far this year has been 
some 14—15 per cent. higher than in the same period of 1950. 

The value of total imports in the first nine months of this year 
amounted to £2,919-1 million, compared with £1,907-9 million in 
the same period of 1950. With total exports, including re-exports, 


Te VALUE of United Kingdom exports in September, 


amounting to £1,993-7 million, the excess of imports (valued c.i.f.) 
over total exports (f.o.b.) was £925-5 million. This is not the 
trade balance entering into our Balance of Payments—imports are 
here valued c.i.f., and therefore include some freight and insurance 
paid to British residents—but the fact that the gap between these 
import and export figures as recorded in the Trade Accounts 
compares with a figure of only £348 million for the whole year 
1950 gives some indication of the magnitude of the deterioration 
which has taken place in the trade balance. 


Details of Exports 

The reduction in the value of United Kingdom exports in Sept- 
ember, £18-0 million compared with August, was shared by practic- 
ally all groups of manufactured goods, Metals and engineeri 
goods were {5-2 million lower at £94-1 million, textiles £4-3 million 
lower at £45-3 million, while for other manufactures there was a 
reduction of £6-1 million to £45-7 million. Among raw materials, 
which decreased from {7-0 million in August to £5-7 million in 
September, there was a sharp reduction in the value of raw wool, 
etc., to £1-4 million, compared with £2-6 million in August. The 
total for food, drink and tobacco, £13-8 million, was also lower than 
in August (£14-3 million) but the value of beverages, etc., included 
in this class rose to £4-9 million in September, just above the peak 
June figure. 

Exports in the third quarter amounted to £655-9 million, re- 
presenting a rate 6 per cent. above that in the first half year and 21 
cent. more than in 1950 as a whole. Compared with the drat 
half year, exports of. manufactured goods increased by 7 per cent. 
in value, in spite of the steady decline during the quarter in exports 
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of iron and steel and non-ferrous metals and a decrease of 6 per cent. 

in the value of woollen —— worsted goods exported. The value of 
vehicles exported in the third quarter, £116-2 million, was only 
slightly above the average for January-June; new cars included in 
the total numbered 69,405 (valued at £25:2 million) a reduction of 
10 per cent. largely owing to a sharp fall in exports to Canada. Exports 
of machinery and electrical goods remained above the second quarter 
rate and accounted for nearly a third of the increase in the value of 
manufactured goods exported i in the third quarter compared with the 
first half year. ‘There were increases above the January to June level 
for many of the remaining groups; exports of chemicals, etc., were 
14 per cent. higher, while the value of manufactured oils and fats 
shipped was nearly doubled. 

A sharp fall in the value of raw wool, etc., exported in the third 
quarter, to £7:0 million, compared with the ‘high average of £11-0 
million in the first half year was the main change among raw materials. 
The value of coal exported in the third quarter (£7-7 million) was 
rather higher than in the two preceding quarters but well below the 
1950 average. 

Exports of food, drink and tobacco in the third quarter were valued 
at £41-8 million, an increase of 8 per cent. compared with the first 
half year: the values for all three of the main groups—beverages, 
miscellaneous foods and tobacco—were higher. 


Exports to North America 


The value of United Kingdom exports to North America in Sept- 
ember was £18-1 million (provisionally) bringing the total for the 
third quarter to £73-3 million, 4 per cent. more than the average for 
the first half year and 23 per cent. above the 1950 average. 

United Kingdom exports to the United States in September at 
£9°6 million were £3-3 million less than in the previous month and 
the figure for the third quarter, £34-2 million, was 3 per cent. less 
than the average for the first half year. The sharp decrease compared

with August was spread among most of the major group of com- 
modities, except cotton goods, where the August figure was rather 
low and miscellaneous textiles where, largely owing to a high figure 
(£523,000) for linen piece-goods, the September total (£1-0 million) 
was exceptionally high. The value of chemicals fell sharply compared 
with the high August figure, when there were very large exports of 
benzol, while other groups for which there were substantial reductions 
included raw wool, etc., iron and steel and manufactures, non-ferrous 
metals and manufactures, machinery, vehicles and woollen and worsted 
goods, The value of re-exports in September was £0-9 million 
compared with £1-6 million in August and an average of £1-6 million 
in January—August; re-exports of raw wool amounted to only £141,000 
in September, ayainst an average of £603,000 in the preceding 
eight months. 

United Kingdom exports to Canada in September, £8-5 million, 
showed an even sharper reduction (£5-8 million) compared with 
August than exports to the United States, and were not much over 
half the high July figure. Nevertheless, the total for the third quarter, 
£39°0 million, exceeded the first half year’s rate by 13 per cent. 
September figures were lower than August in all the main commodity 
groups. The decreases were most marked in those groups, particularly 
pottery, etc., and woollen and worsted goods, where the July and 
August figures had been exceptionally high. 

The value of vehicles exported decreased for the fourth month in 
succession and amounted to only £0-7 million, compared with the 
peak figure of £4-0 million in May and an average of £2°6 million

in 1950; the main cause of this fall was lower exports of cars, which 
in September numbered only 154 (valued at £61,000) compared with 
an average of 6,357 last year. 

The value of total imports in September, £337-3 million, showed 
a fall, largely seasonal, of £26-2 million compared with the peak 
July-August average. In the food, drink and tobacco class, imports 
of which were £19-2 million less than in July-August, the value of 
grain and flour imported was £7:3 million lower at £18-6 million, 
fresh fruit and vegetables ({5-2 million) were £4'4 million less, while 
other groups showing significant decreases were meat and miscel- 
laneous foodstuffs (mainly sugar). There was a seasonal increase 
in imports of tobacco of £7-5 million, compared with the July-August 
average, to £12-3 million. 

The reduction of £6-°8 million in the total value of raw materials 
imported in September (£153:4 million) compared with the July- 
August average resulted mainly from a further fall in imports of raw 
wool, etc., which amounted to only £7-4 million, compared with 
£12-7 million in August and £26:2 million in July. Imports of 
manufactured goods in September, £81-9 million, were maintained 
at the comparatively high level of July-August. 

The value of imports in the third quarter was £1,062-7 million, 
compared with £1,008-3 million in the previous quarter and £628-5 
million in the same period of 1950. Due largely to seasonal falls in 
imports of fresh fruit and vegetables and raw cocoa, imports of food, 
drink and tobacco (at £340°3 million) were lower than in the second 
quarter, but £100-0 million more than in the thifd quarter last year. 
The value of raw materials increased, however, by £54-6 million 
compared with the second quarter to £474°5 million, a figure 90 per 
cent. above the 1950 average. ‘The main groups contributing to the 
rises compared with both the second quarter and last year’s average 
were timber, raw cotton and oils, oilseeds, etc.; crude petroleum 
accounted for nearly half the rise in the oils, oilseeds, etc., group. 
The value of raw wool, etc., imported in the third quarter was £46-0 
million compared with £75-6 million in the second quarter and 
£98:2 million in the first, but the third quarter figure was £6-9 
million higher than that for the corresponding period last year, 
although the quantity of sheep’s and lambs’ wool included in the 
total (97-5 million lb.) was 32 per cent. lower. 


Among manufactured goods, which were valued at £244-0 million 
in the third quarter, an increase of £14-2 million compared with the 
second quarter and 73 per cent. more than the 1950 average, there 
were high figures for iron and steel and manufactures, non-ferrous 
metals, miscellaneous textiles (mainly on account of large supplies 
of jute goods from India), paper, cardboard, etc., and wood manu- 
factures, but the value of woollen and worsted goods imported, which 
was high in the first and second quarters, fell sharply to about the 
1950 average, while imports of manufactured oils, etc. (mainly 
refined petroleum), at £40-2 million were £5-1 million less than in 
the second quarter. 

Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and re-exports were 
published on October 19* and further analysis of the figures will be 
found in a later issue of the Board of Trade Journal and in the form of 
tables in the monthly Report on Overseas Tradet for November, due 
to be published on or about November 16.

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O.E.E.C. Code ef Liberalization 


THE CODE OF LIBERALIZATION of trade in commodities 

and of invisible transactions, which was adopted by the Organization 
for European Economic Co-operation on July 20, 1951, has now been 
published, and printed copies can be obtained free of charge on 
application to the E.R.P. Information Office, H.M. Treasury, White- 
hall, S.W.1. 


Part I of the Code deals with trade in commodities and does no 
more than codify previous decisions of the Organization. In general 
these decisions require member countries :— 

(a) to remove quantitative restrictions on imports on private account 
from other member countries and their overseas territories as 
fully as their economic and financial position permits: in 
particular, member countries who can afford to do so are 
required to liberalize 75 per cent. of their private account 
imports from other member countries and their overseas 
territories in terms of 1948 imports ; 
to “ consolidate ” liberalization measures in respect of 60 per 
cent. of such private account imports: consolidated measures 
cannot be withdrawn except in special circumstances ; 

(c) to avoid any discrimination as between one member country 
and another in respect of all imports, whether liberalized or not 
except in certain special circumstances ; 

(d) to ensure that import trade handled by monopolies under 
Government control is conducted in conformity with the 
principles laid down in the Havana Charter (Cmd. 7375). 


Part I also incorporates the decision of the Organization about 
the list of commodities to be freed in common by member countries 
who have achieved the 75 per cent. stage of liberalization. These 
countries are required either to liberalize their private account 
imports from member countries and their overseas territories of the 
commodities set out in that list or to justify to the Organization the 
retention of quantitative import restrictions in respect of any of those 
commodities. Additions to the list are expected before the end of 
the year. 

Part II of the Code deals with invisible transactions on current 
account only and not with transfers of capital. Member countries 
are required to allow transfers freely in the case of the transactions 
which are enumerated in List 1 of Section I of Annexe B and to deal 
in as liberal a manner as possible with the transactions which are 
enumerated in List 2 of this Section. The United Kingdom is 
already complying with this policy in full and in a number of instances 
is giving more liberal treatment. For instance, while under the Code 
member countries which have reached 75 per cent. liberalization of 
trade are obliged to grant their citizens a tourist allowance of at least 
£35 per person per year, the travel ration fixed by the United Kingdom 
for the current year is £100 per adult and £70 per child for all O.E.E.C. 
countries. The reservations entered into by certain member countries 
are set out in Annexe C of the Code, but in the main they do not 
detract materially from the value of the relaxations generally accepted. 

Transfers and transactions relating to insurance and re-insurance 
are to be liberalized in accordance with the provisions set out in 
Section II of Annexe B of the Code. The United Kingdom policy 
is already in line with these provisions, but other member countries 
which have hitherto felt obliged to impose restrictions upon insurance 
transactions will now relax their restrictions in accordance with this 
decision. 

The Code provides that where a transaction is authorized the 
subsequent transfer of funds must also be allowed. But the mechanism 
of Exchange Control is to be retained in order to check the authenticity 
of transactions and even for freely authorized transactions applications 
will still have to be submitted to the Exchange Control authority in the 
country concerned. For example, where travel for reasons of health is 
concerned, the United Kingdom Exchange Control will continue to 
require medical evidence. 

Any relaxations on invisible transactions which had already been 
authorized by member countries before October 1, 1950, are to be 
maintained, If any member country has to suspend or withdraw any 
measures of liberalization on account of serious disturbance to its 
economic position, it will have to notify the Organization and give 
reasons and justifications for such action. It will then be for the 
Organization to determine whether these departures from the pro- 
visions of the Code are justified or not. 

Member countries have also undertaken to use their best offices 
to ensure that the measures of liberalization of invisible transactions 
are applied within their overseas territories. 
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Technical and Styling Improvements on Models 
at Motor Show

HE LATEST products of the British motor industry are displayed 

at the Motor Show, which was opened by the Minister of Supply, 

Mr. G. R. Strauss, at Earls Court, London, on Wednesday. Th 
exhibition, which will continue until October 27, occupies a quarter 
of a million square feet of space, and includes caravans and light 
trailers, motor boats and marine engines, sailing craft, tyres, transport 
service equipment, accessories and components. Non-British exhibits 
include 17 makes of cars from the United States, 10 from France, 
four from Italy, and one from Germany. 

The Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders, who organize 
the Show (the 36th in the series), are confident that the figure of 
2,000 buyers who came last year from overseas will be exceeded. 
They sent out 20,000 invitations all over the world, and received 
requests for tickets from some 70 countries. Elaborate arrangements 
have been made for the comfort of visitors from abroad and for 
facilitating their business negotiations. 


The new Austin Seven saloon is a centre of interest at the show. 
Powered by an 8°3 h.p. engine, it has a wheelbase of 6 ft. 7} ins. and 
an unladen weight of 13} cwt. The price is £325 plus (at home) 
£182 1s. 2d. purchase tax. 


Among the 32 makes of British cars are one or two on view for the 
first time, but the greater number are models familiar in general 
outline, but enhanced by refinements in technical features and 
styling. 


Developments in Design 

Nuffield designers, for example, have pursued a policy of steady 
development of the fundamental design of Morris, Wolseley, Riley 
and M.G. cars, based on suggestions received from users at home and 
overseas. Their Minor has grown more impressive in appearance by 
the standardization on all models of what is termed the “ transatlantic 
front.” The diameter of the headlamps has been increased and the 
lamps raised and faired into the wings. Their Oxford is now supplied 
with a larger output dynamo and an air-conditioning unit as an optional 
extra. Engineering changes in the Morris Six include modifications 
to the steering gear which have improved the turning circle, and a 
lowering of the engine compression ratio to improve smooth running. 
Similar modifications have been made to the Wolseley Four-Fifty 
and Six-Eighty models. 


The specification of the M.G. TD model now includes coil-spring 
wishbone independent front suspension, with a rigid chassis incor- 
porating long half-elliptic springs at the rear. The 1} litre, four- 
cylinder engine is fitted with two carburetters. 

A new one-piece bumper improves the frontal aspect of the two 
Riley models, whose interior fittings have also been re-arranged. 
Independent front suspension is fitted with telescopic dampers, the 
diameter of those on the 2}-litre car having been increased. This 
type of damper is now fitted to the rear as standard on both cars. 

The Jowett Company, which is just 50 years old, presents a Javelin 
with several new technical features. They include an entirely new 
front suspension system, utilizing pre-stressed rubber bushes for 
all moving joints. It is claimed that this arrangement provides trouble- 
free maintenance by cutting down the lubrication points, and promotes 
greater silence in running through insulation from road-noise trans- 
ference. Another interesting feature is the oil-cooler, designed to 
protect the engine even more fully from the effects of hard driving. 
In the same company’s Jupiter the only significant change is in the 
new facia panel in which the instruments are grouped centrally. 

The Rootes Group have made further improvements to their 
Hillman Minx. Exterior design changes consist chiefly of horizontal 
chromium-plated mouldings along each side of the body, and attractive 
rear wing metal stone-guards presenting a yet more sleek and modern 
car. The front carries vertical chrome strips on each side of the 
radiator grilles, a larger radiator badge and other styling details. 
Additional chassis features include a lighter steering unit, increased 
dynamo output, re-designed pistons, lighter and stronger rear axle 
casing, new oil filter, and improved clutch operation. 


Models for Overseas Markets 


There are refinements, too, on the Standard Vanguard, whose 
newly styled and simplified radiator grille makes for easier cleaning 
and up-to-date appearance. Body and chassis are rust-proofed by 
bonderizing, and other features include an extra-large luggage boot 
and high ground clearance for overseas conditions. 

Singer Motors have modified their S.M. 1500 saloon, notably by 
adjustment of the engine capacity to 1,497 c.c. Their “ export only ” 
roadster is being publicly shown in this country for the first time, 
though the entire output will continue to go abroad. 

Of the new cars, the Austin Seven, most nearly meeting domestic 
demand for another moderately priced family car, attracts the greatest 
attention, closely followed by two new Vauxhall cars which carry on 
the firm’s policy of providing a single body-style with alternative 
engine sizes. Most notable feature of the new Velox and Wyvern 
models is their roomy interior. There is adequate room for five 
passengers, with space for a sixth. The centre of gravity is well 
forward and the body is of extremely rigid construction. Combined 
with a longer wheelbase, wider track and new suspension system, 
this should produce riding stability of a high order. 

In appearance the new Vauxhalls are wide and low, and the full- 
width body has no external hinges or projections. The very large 
luggage boot has a flat floor ; beneath it is a cradle which houses 
the spare wheel, released by a control inside the boot. A self-contained 
body ventilation system is built into the cars as standard, needing 
only the addition of a car-heater unit to provide comprehensive heat- 
ing, de-misting and de-icing 

On view for the first time is the handsome Daimler 3-litre Regency 
saloon, a six-seater developing 90 b.h.p. in which modern and 
traditional features have been blended. High torque is obtained 
throughout the engine speed range, providing swift acceleration and 
flexible top gear performance without detracting from smooth, 
unstressed travel at high cruising speeds. In the car’s body styling 
modern, sweeping lines, curved windscreen and faired wings and lamps 
are combined with the familiar fluted radiator and sufficient of the 
classic style to maintain Daimler distinction. The interior is beauti- 
fully finished with leather upholstery and walnut woodwork. There 
is roomy seating for six adults, and a large luggage boot at the rear. 

The new Lanchester coupe, the de Ville Convertible, is a two-door 
model with folding front seats giving access to the rear, based on the 
same chassis as that of the fourteen saloon introduced last year. In 
addition to the well-known Daimler fluid transmission and preselector 
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gear change, it has a new form of independent suspension by laminated 
torsion bars, and an independent chassis lubrication system. Its 
engine develops 60 b.h.p., and provides a smooth performance for 
maintaining high average speeds. 

It is evident in the marine section that most yachtsmen are very 
much like the average car owner—they are self-drive and self-maintain 
people. Nowadays, except on the very biggest boats which require a 
crew, the paid hand has become almost as rare as the chauffeur. 

Emphasizing the family aspect is the ingenuity with which boat- 
builders and designers work in as many sleeping berths as possible. 
One not very large boat from Cowes, for instance, has two comfortable 
settee berths for the permanent users of the boat, while two more 
temporary berths can be arranged aft. 

In boats that can be used as living accommodation there is one 
from Dover particularly intended for the handy man. The hull, 
with all the tricky bits completed, is designed to enable the owner 
to put in bunks and partitions. This costs rather less than a second- 
hand car. There are big, full-powered boats fit to cross to the Conti- 
nent. There is even one very smart sailing yacht that would give a 
good account of herself if the owner wanted to go ocean racing or 
contemplated an Atlantic crossing. 

Small open boats form a section of their own. These craft are gener- 
ally acknowledged as the best buy for a man who wants to learn to sail. 
There is a small boat that can be carried about on the car ready to be 
launched on anything from a duck pond to the sea. One particularly 
suitable for car-top carrying is a modern little craft built of plastics. 

New this year is the Fisherman-Cruiser. The makers, have 
set out to provide a 21-foot motor cruiser with adequate accommo- 
dation for overnight stay for less than £300 (plus the cost of an engine, 
which can vary according to choice from £20 to £200). It is a solidly- 
built, seaworthy craft with a cabin in which six or more can sit and 
two can sleep in comfort. There are facilities for preparing hot meals. 

The Sea Maid 18 is the first Century speedboat exhibited in this 
country since before the war. The boat is fitted with a 6-125 marine 
engine which gives 40 m.p.h. under favourable conditions. The hull 
can be powered to give higher or lower speeds. It is fitted with cutless 
strut bearings, rubber engine mounts, thermostatic heat control, 
optional foot or hand throttle, perma-glass windshields, cigarette 
lighter and rear view mirrors. 

Among the smaller craft, clinker building with planks lapping each 
other at the join is general. This method produces a strong hull and 
one that is easy to repair if it is damaged. There are some examples 
of small boats built of moulded ply. In this method, thin skins— 
mere veneers of wood—are glued together under pressure, producing 
a particularly light, yet strong hull. 


Engine Developments 


Engine development generally reflects a very important trend. 
There are few basic changes made, but each engine maker has obviously 
concentrated on reducing maintenance and running costs. Most 
of the improvements are common to the engines used in vehicles. 
Hardening processes for such parts as crankshafts and camshafts 
are improved. Particular care is paid to hardening at bearing surfaces. 
Most cylinder bores, piston rings, and valve stems, are in the hands 
of proprietary process firms who depend for their livelihood on improve- 
ment year by year. Cylinder bores machined into the block are rare 
and the renewable cylinder liner is almost a standard fitting on any 
new engine type. 

Makers of petrol engines watch closely the possibilities of fuel 
economy. Re-designing and minor alterations have been made to 
improve the general carburation system. The exhaust “‘ hot spot” 
between carburetter and manifold aims at more nearly complete 
burning of fuel and, to the same end, the down-draught type of 
carburetter is proving more and more popular. 

About half the marine engine makers take as basic design a unit first 
intended and produced for road vehicles. The yachtsman who uses 
a marine engine based on a road vehicle unit gets the benefit of big 
production schedules and continuous research and experiment. 

The biggest diesels on show are of 250 h.p. and there are also two 
six-cylinder 100 h.p. mirror twins. These big marine engine manu- 
facturers have gradually added to their range so that they now cater 
for the smaller boat. Yacht engine supply also comes from the 
industrial development of engines for lighting plants, driving machin- 
ery, and so forth, and, although now well known for their marine 
engines, some firms can be said to have developed these power units 
from the stationary industrial class. 

Caravans on display range from an 8 ft. 8 ewt. folding type, to a 
22 ft. double-decker, weighing 42 cwt. The housing shortage con- 
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tinues to promote demand for caravans for use as houses, and manu- 
facturers exhibiting this class of caravan display considerable ingenuity 
in layout and design, and in the refinements which they have included. 
Some living vans have accommodation for five or even six people ; 
kitchens are spacious and well-planned ; nearly all have interior 
sanitation, and in many baths or showers are provided. 

The smaller towing vans are also much in demand. Caravan manu- 
facturers have given much thought to essential requirements, at the 
same time keeping the weight down to limits suitable for the lower 
horse-powered cars. 

One maker has introduced a new large-sized caravan of revolutionary 
design called the Statesman. Its main feature is the double-be: 
built in as a streamlined “after turret” with access from the living 
room by means of a short interior staircase, just like a two-storey 
house. In basic design, fittings, furniture and interior decoration, 
the Statesman concentrates on practical family needs and offers every- 
thing to make a caravan as convenient and comfortable as a small 
house. 

The 14-ft. Winchester model, available either as a two- or four- 
berth, has the characteristic body with lantern roof and full width 
bay windows. The kitchen has a full cooker, stainless steel sink, 
tank and pump. A heating stove, airing cupboard, bureau and fitted 
carpet are among the other refinements. The chassis has a trussed and 
enclosed drawbar, and hydraulic jockey wheel. 

A twelve footer of light construction for touring purposes, the 
Cheltenham Caravan Deer model is entirely new. A two-berth van, 
it is unusual in its class in that a separate toilet room is provided. It 
is an end-kitchen model with plenty of storage space. 

The sole exhibitors of light trailers and chassis, Dixon-Bate Ltd., 
have on view a 40 cwt. caravan chassis with electrically operated 
brakes, 7.50 truck tyres, a screw type jockey wheel and quick release 
legs. Light trailers shown are 4 cwt. and 8 cwt. open trucks, and a 
4 cwt. model with canvas tilt, together with a boat trailer for carrying 
dinghies of 10 ft. to 14 ft. 

Motor cars, boats and caravans naturally are the most newsworthy 
exhibits in the Motor Show, but in its galleries is displayed a wide 
variety of accessories. One exhibitor takes as his theme the curing 
of cylinder bore wear without the need for a costly rebore, and the 
delaying of bore wear by fitting special new piston rings to a new 
engine. Another shows licence holders, mirrors, ashtrays and cigarette 
lighters, which attach to the car by suction. Handbrake locks, key 
ring torches, petrol tank caps, and compact cigarette-carrying-and- 
lighting equipment are shown by another manufacturer. Tyres and 
tubes are ingeniously displayed to their best advantage. 

At the annual dinner of the Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders held on the eve of the Show, the President, Mr. G. E. 
Beharrell, stated that 70 per cent. of the current output of cars, 
commercial vehicles and tractors goes abroad, and that the motor 
industry’s exports in 1950 represented over 12 per cent. of the United 
Kingdom's revenue from visible exports. 


Export Licensing Changes 


HE Board of Trade have issued a further amendment to the Export 

of Goods (Control) Order, 1951*. The principal changes which 

become operative on October 22, 1951, are as follows :— 

(1) Licences are now required for all destinations for iridium, 
osmium, palladium, rhodium and ruthenium, their compounds 
and alloys containing such metals, platinum compounds, paints 
containing zinc oxide (including leaded zinc oxide) and tyres 
and tubes of cross-section of 6 inches or more. 

(2) Licences are now required for aluminium strip, certain types of 
air conditioning machines, specified oil well drilling apparatus 
and tools and oil well logging and exploration apparatus, plant 
of the kind used for automatic continuous electrolytic tinning of 
steel strip, certain types of turbines, balloons, and electrical 
machinery, leak detecting instruments and strain gauging equip- 
ment and parts, for all destinations other than those specified 
in Part II of the Third Schedule excluding Hong Kong. 

(3) Socks and three-quarter length stockings of the kind suitable 
for young children’s wear, are now exempt from export licensing 
control.

Week Begins on Menday 


THE BIGGEST sales promotion plan to stimulate the sale of wool 

clothes yet launched in this country has been sponsored by the 
International Wool Secretariat, whose ‘‘ Wool Fashion Week” 
begins on Monday next. Manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers 
are co-operating in this nation-wide sales drive, and the Secretariat 
report that demand for their free display material has been large; 
over 130,000 pieces have been ordered. 


As a “ curtain raiser’ to the Week, a collection of over 100 coats, 
suits, ensembles and dresses for day ‘and evening wear, all in wool, 
was "presented at the Coliseum Theatre, London, on Thursday, 
October 11. Entitled “‘ A Wool Wardrobe” the collection, which 
consisted of models to be available in shops and stores during the 
Week, was presented to an audience consisting of representatives of 
the clothing industry, the public, the Press and 800 trade buyers, 
by Woman’s Own, in co-operation with the Apparel and Fashion 
Industry’s Association and the International Wool Secretariat. 


Of the models shown, more than half were in the Utility range. 
The mannequins paraded against a decor of a fashion salon, typical 
of those to be found in large department stores throughout the country. 
Styling was varied and the designers were free to introduce something 
really new and unusual. The use of wool fabrics, for which Britain 
has long been famous, was shown in a variety of models ranging from 
the classic tailored suit to the day dress with the new full skirt. The 
new greens and purples, already seen in the Paris shows, were shown 
in the Utility range, but the biggest applause came for models in the 
two colours always popular with a British audience—black and navy 
blue. A black angora house coat, with gold trimmings, to sell at 
under £8, was popular and so were the cocktail dresses, tastefully 
trimmed and selling at very reasonable prices... The. ever-popular 
two-piece—tailored dress with matching jacket or boxy coat—was 
seen in many styles, all well tailored, with interesting details, and 
many with velvet trimmings. 


In London, the shops in Regent Street are staging a series of 
displays which recall the colour, drama and pageantry of Britain’s 
history and the genius of British craftsmen, writers and artists. 
Until October 27 the public can see in the shop windows a unique 
collection of treasures, all from properties administered by the 
National Trust. Many of them are associated with famous people, 
including royalty, soldiers, sailors, statesmen, poets, writers and 
actresses. The displays include historic manuscripts and first editions, 
ceremonial robes and stage costumes, gold and silverware, porcelain 
and pottery, and paintings. 


Purchase Tax Announcement 


HE Treasury have made an Order under Section 21 of the Finance 

Act, 1948, entitled “‘ The Purchase Tax (No. 7) Order, 1951” 
(Statutory Instruments 1951, No. 1832), the effect of which is to 
exempt from Purchase Tax “‘ grass tape, being weftless material of a 
width not exceeding one inch made of cotton threads laid side by 
side and held together by a bonding substance.”

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Lithographic Productivity 
United States 


A! TEAM representing the lithographic section of the printing in- 

dustry paid a visit to the United States early this year under the 
Organization of the Anglo-American Council on Productivity to make a 
detailed study of American production methods. 

It was considered essential to send a lithographic team to America 
because lithography—the process by which coloured posters, labels, 
stationery, children’s books and much other printing is done—is 
growing in importance in Britain and because of the rapid and far- 
reaching developments in its techniques. 

The Lithographic Printing Team has now issued its report, which 
comprises 120 pages of text-matter, illustrated by two plates in colour 
and 12 in monochrome in addition to 24 figures and diagrams. The 
Report covers every aspect of lithographic printing, and in fact 
those chapters dealing with the general organization of a lithographic 
printing office are equally applicable to letterpress printing or even 
to many other industries. 

In its conclusions and recommendations, the Report states : 

It is impossible to compare exactly the productivity of the litho- 
graphic industry in the United States with that in Britain because 
such a comparison depends upon a number of factors, including the 
relative cost and availability of labour, equipment and materials as 
well as the quality of the final products. The Team, however, is 
satisfied beyond doubt that study of the conclusions and subsequent 
application of the recommendations will assist in increasing the 
efficiency of the British industry without lowering the standards of 
quality and craftsmanship of which it is justly proud. 

A recurring theme throughout this Report is the establishment of 
confidence and mutual trust between employer and employee. Many 
of the obstacles to greater production in the United Kingdom arise 
from the suspicions and antagonisms of the past, and their removal 
is bound to take time. The value of any recommendations put forward 
depends upon the degree of mutual confidence existing between the 
two sides of the industry.

Two More Productivity Teams 
Leave for United States 


THE Anglo-American Council on Productivity, with European 

Co-operation Administration technical assistance, has sent two 
more specialist teams to the United States. 

One, under the sponsorship of the Institution of Works Managers, 
the Institution of Production Engineers, the Purchasing Officers’ 
Association and the Federation of British Industries, is to investigate 
the administrative processes of production control from finality 
of design to despatch. It is the Team’s mission, while touring widely 
diverse establishments in the Eastern States, to study among other 
things the procurement of raw materials and components, the control 
and reclamation of scrap material, the planning and scheduling of 
output, and material supplies and machine loading. 

It will also investigate new developments in American practice, 
particularly such as are likely to have a bearing on the problem of 
limiting the volume of “ paper work,” inevitably involved in pro- 
duction control—a problem of serious concern for the numerous 
small manufacturers representing the bulk of British industry. 

The second Team represents British manufacturers of metal- 
working machine tools. This Team is complementary to that 
concerned with wood-w orking machinery which sailed for the United 
States in August, and is also sponsored by the Engineering and 
Allied Employers’ National Federation and the Machine Tool 
Trades Association. Besides visits to representative plants producing 
metal-working machine tools in the United States, conferences 
have been arranged with manufacturers’ associations and other 
bodies. 

The prime object will be to study the methods of American 
manufacturers of metal-cutting and abrading machine tools and to 
obtain from the American industry as a whole information that may 
be of interest and value to British makers. 
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Control on Transhipment of Cargoes in United 


Kingdom Ports 


HE Board of Trade announce that as from November 8 they will 

control the transhipment in the United Kingdom of certain 

specified goods of strategic importance, arriving from other 
countries, including arms and ammunition and about 250 other 
items. These goods may, however, continue to be freely transhipped 
for the Commonwealth (except Hong Kong), the United States and 
the Irish Republic; transhipments for other destinations will require 
individual transhipment licensing. 

This measure supplements the Export of Goods (Control) Order, 
1951, under which the export of goods of these descriptions from the 
United Kingdom is already controlled. 

At the same time paragraph 3 of the Notice to Importers No. 401 
(which permitted the transhipment, without individual licence, of 
all goods other than those in Appendix VIII of that Notice) will be 
withdrawn and replaced by an Open General Transhipment Licenceé. 

As from November 8, 1951, the position will be as follows :— 

1. The goods (other than wool) which were listed in Appendix VIII 
of the Notice to Importers No. 401 continue to require individual 
transhipment licences for all destinations. These goods are now 
listed in Section B of Part I of the First Schedule to the Open 
General Transhipment Licence. The destinations to which 
wool may be transhipped without an individual licence are 
unchanged; 

. the goods listed in Section A of Part I of the First Schedule 
may not be transhipped without individual licences except to 
the destinations listed in Part II of the First Schedule. 

Goods may only be transhipped under the Open General Licence 
if at the time of their importation they are entered with Customs for 
exportation either after transit through the United Kingdom or by 
way of transhipment. Goods entered for transhipment in the United 
Kingdom before November 8 are not affected by these changes. 

An importer to whom an import certificate has been issued under 
the Control of Goods (Import Certificates) Order, 1951, may not 
tranship, under the Open General Licence, goods covered by the 
— : such goods require an individual licence under that

Allocations of Nickel and Cobalt 


HE International Materials Conference announced in Washington 

on October 11 that the governments of the countries represented 
on the Manganese-Nickel-Cobalt Committee have accepted the 
Committee’s recommendation that plans of distribution of nickel and 
cobalt for the fourth quarter of 1951 be put into operation at once. 
These countries are : Belgium (representing Benelux), Brazil, Canada, 
Cuba, France, the Federal Republic of Germany, India, Norway, the 
Union of South Africa, the United Kingdom and the United States. 

The plans of allocation have been forwarded to all interested 
governments for immediate implementation. 

In both cases the total available production of primary metal, oxides 
and salts of all participating countries has been taken into account for 
distribution ; individual allocations represent entitlements for 
consumption in the fourth quarter, out of domestic production or 
imports. At the same time the Committee has calculated the net 
amount that each country shall purchase for import or sell for export 
during the quarter. 

To ensure that countries normally importing semi-manufactured 
products will continue to receive sufficient supplies of these products 
for essential end uses, the Committee recommended that exporting 
countries maintain their exports in accordance with normal patterns 
of trade and at a level commensurate with their allocation. 


In accepting the plans of distribution, governments assume the 
responsibility for seeing that their allocations are not exceeded and 
for taking whatever action is necessary to implement the plans. 

All countries were urged to adopt measures to eliminate non- 
essential uses of these metals and to encourage, where possible, their 
substitution by metals more readily available. In this connection it 
was recommended that countries using pure nickel or a high nickel 
alloy for coinage consider the possibility of substituting a down-graded 
alloy or plated material. 


Non-member governments were given an opportunity to supple- 
ment the information submitted by them by oral representations to 


the Committee concerning their individual requirements. It has 
been provided that all governments will have the right to appeal to 
the Committee within one month. 


In arriving at its conclusions the Committee considered the 
estimated production and requirements of nickel and cobalt for the 
fourth quarter of 1951. Its study has shown that, for this period, 
nickel production is expected to be 31,500 metric tons ; total stated 
requirements amount to 56,800, indicating a deficit of some 25,300 
tons. Production of cobalt is estimated at 2 ,075 metric tons ; total 


stated requirements amount to over 4,000, indicating a deficit of 
approximately 2,000 tons. 


The methods of distribution developed and specific allocations 
recommended for the fourth quarter of 1951 were not intended to 
carry any commitment for the future either on the part of the Com- 
mittee or of the participating governments.

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World Wool Situation 


DURING THE opening week of October wool prices experienced 
the sharpest rise in the history of the wool market, states Wool 
Intelligence* for October. They advanced by about 50 per cent. 
compared with the end of September, and were back almost to their 
June level. The course of prices during September had already 
given indications of a check to the protracted fall which had lasted 
since March. Following a decline of 20-25 per cent. during the first 
three weeks of the month a noticeably firmer tone developed in the 
final week and prices recovered by about 10 per cent. The change 
coincided with the re-entry into the market of the United States. 


The October advance began on Monday, October 1, when prices 
in Australia rose sharply by about 25 per cent. On Tuesday, Austral- 
ian prices increased further up to 5 per cent., on Wednesday by 7} 
per cent. and on Thursday, the last selling day of the week, by another 
10 per cent., under the influence of strong competition from the 
United States, Bradford, Western Europe and Japan. Merinos 
(64s combing quality) on Thursday, October 4, were selling at about 
166 pence per Ib. (converted to clean delivered cost in London) 
compared with 111 pence at the end of the previous week and 148 
pence at the beginning of the season on August 27. Even so, they 
were still a long way below their peak in March when they reached 
322 pence per Ib. 


The latest returns of activity in the wool textile industries of the 
major consuming countries during the third quarter of the year give 
no real indication of a halt to the general decline which occurred in 
the first six months. The figures for July and August are in any case 
not a reliable guide owing to seasonal influences. In the United 
Kingdom, actual consumption of raw wool declined by 11 per cent. 
in August, and was 26 per cent. smaller than in August 1950. It was 
the 12th successive fall. But the daily rate of consumption (after 
allowing for the effect of holidays) appeared to be slightly higher than 
in July, though too much significance should not be attached to this 
estimate. The rate of consumption of mungo and shoddy was a little 
lower than in July, but 20 per cent. higher than a year earlier. The 
rate of consumption of fibres other than wool (principally rayon and 
cotton) was about the same as in July, but 10 per cent. higher than in 
August 1950. The rate of production of wool tops appeared to be 
appreciably lower than in July and was the lowest since 1947, while the 
rates of delivery of worsted yarn and worsted and woollen tissues are 
estimated to show a small increase over the previous month; but again 
these figures must be treated with caution. 


Activity in France was at a seasonally low level in July. Compared 
with the previous month production of tops declined by 50 per cent., 
worsted yarn by 51 per cent., woollen yarn by 22 per cent. and tissues 
by 17 percent. ‘Tops production increased in August but was smaller 
than in any other month of the year. Belgian activity also declined 
sharply in July. Production of tops was down by 31 per cent., 
worsted yarn deliveries by 35 per cent., production of woollen yarn 
by 42 per cent. and production of worsted and woollen tissues by 
27 per cent. There was, moreover, a sharp fall compared with a 
year earlier, particularly in deliveries of worsted yarn to the home 
market, which were less than half the July 1950 quantity. In the 
Federal Republic of Germany, wool yarn production declined by 5 per 
cent. in July, but was 18 per cent. larger than a year earlier. 


Consumption of raw wool in the United States declined slightly in 
June. The average weekly rate was down by 3 per cent. compared 
with May. The fall was largely in the consumption of carpet class 
wool, which declined by 10 per cent. and was the lowest for four years. 
Apparel consumption showed practically no change. Consumption of 
apparel wool on civilian account probably declined, but was offset 
by a rise in consumption against Government orders. Yarn produc- 
tion was about the same as in May. A decline in the output of carpet 
yarn was offset by a rise in that of apparel. Tissue production in the 
second quarter of the year was slightly larger than in the previous 
quarter. Production of apparel tissues was down by 2 per cent., but 
non-apparel increased by 21 per cent. Production of apparel tissues 
on Government account increased sharply in the second quarter. It 
accounted for 29 per cent. of total apparel output as against 12 per 
cent. in the first quarter and 5 per cent. in the last quarter of 1950. 
Comparable figures for the non-apparel group are not available, but 
it is reported that a similar rise occurred.

CODES OF PRACTICE 


Broadcast Reception : Sound and Television by Radio 


THE Council for Codes of Practice for Buildings has now issued in 
final form Code 327-201, “‘ Broadcast reception—sound and television 
by radio.” It was drawn up by a Committee convened on behalf of 
the Council by The Institution of Electrical Engineers, and the present 
Code is a revision of the draft previously issued for comment. 

The Code forms part of the series dealing with telecommunication 
services in buildings and sets out recommendations for good reception 
of sound broadcasts on the long-, medium- and short-wave bands, 
and of television broadcasts. Supplementary information will be 
given in Code 327-300, “ Sound distribution systems,”’ which will be 
issued shortly. 

Recommendations are made for the provision of aerial systems 
appropriate to various purposes and to various classes of buildings 
and for the earthing of radio equipment. Particular attention is 
given to measures for reducing the effect of electrical interference. 
Power supplies and wiring are dealt with and recommendations are 
made for the provision of structural accommodation when required. 
Sections on inspection and testing and on maintenance are included. 

Appendices deal with the segregation of telecommunication circuits 
and with special types of cables, including radio-frequency feeders. 
Six diagrams of aerial systems are included. 

The Code carries the usual warning that, in the present abnormal 
conditions, it may not be practicable to carry out all the recommenda- 
tions.

Portable Fire Extinguishers

BRITISH STANDARDS 
Bronze Welding by Gas 


The British Standards Institution has 
B.S. 1724 : 1951, “ Bronze welding by gas.” 

This is a supplementary standard to B.S. 1723 “‘ Brazing ” and has 
been prepared as part of the programme of welding standards author- 
ized by the Welding Industry Standards Committee of the Institution. 
In addition, a request was received from the Codes of Practice Com- 
mittee convened by the Institution of Mechanical Engineers and the 
Institution of Heating and Ventilating Engineers for standards for 
welded joints in galvanized pipes and copper pipes. Accordingly, the 
standard gives not only the requirements applicable to the process 
generally but also individual requirements in respect of various 
applications. 

Under general requirements are included a description of the parent 
metals to which the process can be applied, specifications for filler 
metals and a system of testing procedure. 

The application of the process to specific parent metals, namely, 
copper, mild steel, galvanized mild steel, cast iron, malleable iron 
and dissimilar metals is dealt with in individual sections, particular 
attention being given to the details of the joints. 

Included as an appendix is a useful set of photographs illustrating 
neutral, oxidizing and carburizing oxy-acetylene welding flames.

Single Bucket Excavators of the Crawler-mounted, Friction- 
driven Type 


B.S. 1761: 1951 deals with crawler-mounted, friction-driven, 
single bucket excavators covering face shovels, drag lines, drag shovels, 
skimmers, grabbing cranes, cranes and pile drivers, the shovel or 
bucket capacity ratings being from } to 2-5 cubic yards. 

The seven types of excavators covered by the standard are illustrated 
and defined, and definitions of a number of the terms used in con- 
nection with these machines are also included. 

The object of the specification is to secure the general observance 
of such fundamental principles as appear desirable to ensure reliability 
and safety without impeding the excavator manufacturer in his 
selection of the most appropriate design for the purpose. 

A point that should be noted is that the factor of safety is arrived 
at on a different basis from that used in the crane standards. For 
excavators this factor is related to the maximum engine output and 
not to the maximum working load; this results in the use of the 
machine as a crane being limited by stability conditions. 

In general layout and contents, the standard follows substantially 
similar lines to the standards dealing with cranes. Stability is dealt 
with in some detail, and careful consideration has been given to the 
layout of the controlling hand levers and pedals. 

The appendix dealing with the design of struts has been drawn up 
on the same basis as that for the new standard for mobile cranes and 
follows the general method of application of the Perry-Robertson 
formula as adopted in other British Standards. It is probable that 
before long it may be possible to issue a supplement to amend the 
standard to deal with stresses in the excavator structure on similar 
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lines to other British Standards, whereby the principle of using a 
factor of safety will be replaced by a specification of maximum per- 
missible stresses and suitable factors for their modification to suit 
operating conditions.

Fabrication of Lightweight Articles other than Rainwear 
from Polyvinyl Chloride Sheeting 


This British Standard (B.S. 1776: 1951) covers details of the 
manufacture of lightweight articles such as aprons, babies’ pants, 
sponge bags, toilet bags and similar fancy articles, together with 
tablecloths and table coverings. It also includes details of the 
fabrication, as well as such matters as fasteners, attachment of pockets, 
seams, etc. 

It lays down minimum requirements for the sewing thread to be 
used, as well as the types of seams to be employed.

Jointing Materials and Compounds { 


Concerned with the material, composition, strength, sizes, general 
conditions of tests, etc., of compressed asbestos fibre, vulcanized 
fibre, plain rubber, rubber insertion (reinforced with cotton fabric 
or with flax fabric) and corrugated metal joint rings, clauses are in- 
cluded in B.S. 1737: 1951 relating to the essential requirements to 
ensure the soundness, resistance to corrosion and disjointing properties 
of jointing compounds. 

The methods for testing the various materials are covered in a 
number of Appendices. 

The section dealing with vulcanized fibre is based on the appro- 
priate parts of B.S. 216 “ Vulcanized fibre (natural colour) sheets for 
electrical purposes,” while the sections concerned with rubber and 
rubber insertion have been prepared by the committee dealing with 
the standardization of rubber rings for joints in pipes. The whole 
of Appendix O has been extracted from B.S. 903 ‘‘ Methods of testing 
vulcanized rubber.” The section relating to jointing compounds 
has been based on B.S. 1260 “‘ Jointing paste for flange and similar 
type joints” and B.S. 1261 “‘ Jointing compounds for screwed 
joints.” 

The materials and compounds are for use with screwed, flat-faced 
flanged and flat-seated joints for cold water (up to 300 Ib./sq. in.), 
hot water (up to 50 Ib./sq. in. and 100°C.), town gas (up to 50 Ib./sq. 
in.) and saturated steam (up to 30 Ib./sq. in.). Price 5s. Od. post free. 


Atmosphere Pollution Deposit Gauges 


B.S. 1747 : 1951 has been prepared, on the suggestion of interested 
authorities, in the hope of aiding the work of combating the national 
problem of atmospheric pollution, since serious damage may be caused, 
especially in industrial areas, by gases and solids emitted into the 
atmosphere from domestic fires, other fuel-burning devices, burning 
spoil banks, engine exhausts and many manufacturing processes. 

The Standard covers the construction, installation and use of the 
deposit gauge for the collection and measurement of atmospheric 
impurities that are deposited by their own weight or with the assistance 
of rain. As a secondary function the gauge provides a measure of the 
monthly rainfall. The apparatus and methods of analysis described 
are in accordance with recommendations based on the considerable 
experience of the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
and of local authorities. 

It is hoped that the gauge will prove convenient for use by technical 
colleges and similar institutions in order to promote widespread 
knowledge of the extent of atmospheric pollution and to provide 
essential data for general correlation, thus leading to effective smoke 
abatement.

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Holland is a Good and Expanding Market for Most 
United Kingdom Products

OLLAND is one of the United Kingdom’s best customers, after 
the Commonwealth, the United States and Sweden, and it is 
gratifying to note that in spite of the increasing competition on 
the Dutch market and additional import restrictions United Kingdom 
exports to Holland in the first six months of this year were about 
19 per cent. up on those in the corresponding périod of last year 
(£44-6 million against £37-4 million). Although this was, of course, 
in part due to the general increase in prices, it nevertheless represents 
a satisfactory advance, considering the difficult circumstances. 
Conversely, the United Kingdom now is Holland’s best customer, 
Western Germany, which was first in 1950, having fallen to third place 
as a result of the import restrictions she had to impose in view of her 
unfavourable balance of trade. 


in the goods involved. On the other hand increased quotas have been 
agreed upon for a number of other products, including leather, 
woollen carpets, decorated earthenware, internal combustion engines, 
domestic sewing machines, the small types of wringers, electric irons, 
cycle components and accessories, optical lenses and sporting 
cartridges.

The United Kingdom occupied fourth place among Holland’s 
suppliers in the first half of this year, supplying about 9 per cent. of 
her imports (Belgium-Luxembourg 184 per cent., Western Germany 
114 per cent., United States 9} per cent.). The United Kingdom’s 
share could no doubt be larger if more competitive prices and (par- 
ticularly in the field of engineering products) quicker delivery could 
be quoted. 


Decline in Retail Sales 


It is doubtful, however, whether the increase in aggregate United 
Kingdom exports during the first six months of this year can be 
maintained, as a sharp decline in retail sales is evident in various 
branches of trade, particularly textiles and footwear, while the ban on 
the manufacture and sale of a large range of non-ferrous metal products 
cannot fail to produce serious effects. 

The abolition of quantitative import restrictions last year resulted 
in a flood of textile imports from Belgium (whence they enter duty- 
free), and the reaction from overstocking during the post-Korea 
period is now making itself felt. In addition, increased taxation is 
reducing the purchasing power of the public and many shopkeepers 
are saddled with large stocks coupled with a desperate shortage of 
working capital. In the textile trade businessmen with long experi- 
ence have never known such a collapse of the market and wholesale 
cancellations of orders. A word of warning to exporters that some 
of their customers may be in financial difficulty is therefore not out 
of place. 

The introduction of a unified liberalization list on January 1, 1951, 
resulted in the deliberalization of certain imports from the United 
Kingdom, and although in the current Anglo-Dutch trade agreement, 
covering the period from April 1, 1951, to March 31, 1952, the Dutch 
agreed that where trade in a particular article had previously been 
liberalized, import licences would in most cases continue to be granted 
at the rate obtaining in 1950, these additions to the quantitative import 
restrictions are nevertheless bound to prevent an expansion in trade

Greater quantities of many United Kingdom goods could find a 
market in the Netherlands if prices were more competitive, quicker 
delivery could be given or larger quotas were available. This applies, 
inter alia, to cycles, motor cars, motor cycles, footwear, gloves, 
decorated china, plastic products, gramophone motors, hearing aids, 
typewriters, clocks, men’s wear, and some other goods. Although the 
market is gradually becoming saturated, United Kingdom tractors 
find an excellent market in Holland and exports, unfettered by 
restrictions so far, have increased considerably. 

There are, however, a number of goods for which the market is very 
difficult and sometimes impossible owing to high duties, local and 
foreign competition, etc. These include confectionery, jams, biscuits 
(except a few specialities), paints, sanitary ware and fittings, domestic 
cookers, metal (office) furniture and safes, cement, photographic 
apparatus, wireless sets, leather goods, cycle tyres, linoleum, wall and 
floor tiles, furniture, toilet soap, the cheaper kinds of domestic pottery 
and glassware, most bakery equipment and road-making machinery, 
electric light fittings and installation material, table cutlery, etc. 

Competition from Germany is severe, German manufacturers being 
willing and able to undercut in order to regain a footing in the Dutch 
market. Frequently they are able to quote much shorter delivery 
periods than United Kingdom manufacturers and are said to attend 
with despatch to enquiries from abroad. In the event of defects or 
difficulties they are usually ready to send experts immediately to 
adjust matters on the spot. 

In the past long delivery periods were a greater obstacle to United 
Kingdom exports to Holland than either price or quality. To-day 
delivery is less of a factor, except in engineering products, where long 
delivery delays are said to be responsible for the loss of many orders. 
Since the quality of United Kingdom goods seldom evokes complaints 
the deciding factor now is usually the price. Competition on the 
Dutch market is very keen indeed, and it should be borne in mind that 
for this reason the Dutch as a rule prefer to deal with manufacturers 
direct rather than with export houses. 


Appointment of Representatives 


Manufacturers usually achieve the best results by appointing a 
resident agent on a commission basis or a sole importer buying for his 
own account. The Commercial Department of the British Embassy,

Anglo-Czech Trade Talks 


AGREEMENT has been reached with a Czechoslovak Trade 
Delegation which has been in London since June about the arrange- 
ments for a third year (ending June next) of the five years Anglo-Czech 
Trade and Financial Agreement concluded on September 28, 1949. 

Quotas for the year for the import of Czech goods, including timber 
and sugar, and of Czech less essentials, have been agreed, as well as 
quotas for the export to Czechoslovakia of United Kingdom mis- 
cellaneous goods including herrings. 

Imports from Czechoslovakia may be expected to reach a total of 
£13,000,000. 


Netherlands and Greece 


.M. Commercial Counsellor at The Hague has forwarded a copy 

of the Trade and Payments Agreements betwden the Netherlands 
and Greece which were signed at The Hague on August 14, 1951. 
The Agreements are subject to ratification by the two Governments. 
Under the Trade Agreement which is valid for one year and came 
into effect provisionally on August iy 1951, the Netherlands will 
import from Greece mainly tobacco, dried fruits, wine, Pyrites, 
zinc ore, lead, sponges, magnesite and sheep and goat skins. In 
addition to these, most of the Greek export products which have sales 
possibilities in the Netherlands can be imported freely. 

Dutch export products to Greece will include: Seed potatoes, 
pulses, molasses, eggs, cattle, fish, dairy products, chemical and 
pharmaceutical products (including penicillin), leather and leather 
goods, tyres, textiles, glassware, machinery, diesel engines, agricultural 
machinery and tools, industrial refrigerating plarit, electro-technical 
appliances, electrical and non-electrical medical and surgical instru- 
hated: translation of the text and lists of goods for exchange 
can be seen on application to the Board of Trade, Commercial 
Relations and Exports Department, Tariff Section, Room 1116, 
Thames House (North), Millbank, London S.W.1. 


France and Poland 


HE French Moniteur Officiel du Commerce et de I’Industrie of 
Yipee we 13, 1951, published the text of a new Trade Agreement 
between France and Poland to cover the period July 1, 1951, to June 30, 
1952. Quotas are expressed in million French francs unless otherwise 
stated. The current exchange rate is 980 francs = {1.

1 Polish exports to France include: offal, mainly glands, 100; 
maize, 5,000 tons; soya, 7,000 tons; coal, 550,000 tons; sawn pine- 
wood 20,000 cubic metres, of which 5,000 cubic metres to French 
North Africa; matches, 35; cotton fabrics, 300, of which 200 to French 
North Africa and 60 to other French overseas territories; textile 
machines, 50; household goods of enamelled sheet-iron, 50, of which 
12 to French North Africa and 38 to other French overseas territories. 

Provision has also been made for the implementation of the last 
stage of the 1948 Capital Equipment Agreement. In exchange for 
Polish coal, France will supply approximately 21 million dollars 
worth of capital equipment of which 15 million dollars are to be for 

vehicles.

to the home market (exports being excluded). Imports, less 
re-exports, are included in the published figures where they can be 
distinguished under the headings used in the tables, though in a few 
instances they are too small to be significent. Footnotes to the tables 
show how imports have been treated in each case. 

Details of imports and re-exports are published monthly in The 
Accounts Relating to Trade and Navigation of the United Kingdom, 
and annually in the Annual Statement of the Trade of the United 
Kingdom, which are both issued by H.M. Stationery Office. 

The tables accompanying this article give the figures in consolidated 
form and spaces are left for inserting subsequent figures. ‘The tables 
include figures published in the Board of Trade Journal since May 12,

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Indian Tariff Commission 
Bill 


A COPY of the Tariff Commission Bill 1951, as passed by the 
Indian Parliament on August 23, 1951, has been received from the 
United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi. The Act, 
which is to come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may appoint, provides for the establishment of a permanent Statutory 
Tariff Commission for the examination of all cases of protection 
to indigenous industries. The functions of the Commission—set out 
in detail below—are to be recommendatory in character, and it 
will be open to the Government of India to take such action as it 
deems fit on reports submitted to it by the Commission. The Com- 
mission will replace the present Tariff Board which is a temporary 
body, and whose life has been extended only up to November 3, 1951. 


Functions of the Commission 

1. REFERENCE OF MATTERS RELATING TO PROTECTION OF INDUSTRIES 
GENERALLY TO THE Commission.—{I) The Central Government may 
refer to the Commission for inquiry and report any matter requiring in its 
opinion— 3 

(a) the grant of protection (whether by the grant of subsidies or the 
levy of protective duties or in any other suitable fprm) for the encour- 
agement of any industry in India (including any industry which has 
not started production but which is likely to do so if granted suitable 
protection) ; : 

(b) an increase or decrease in the duties of customs or other duties in 
relation to any industry for the protection thereof ; 

(c) action to be taken in relation to the dumping of goods in the market 
occasioned by excessive import or otherwise ; 

(d) action to be taken where an industry is taking undue advantage of the 
tariff protection granted to it, particularly with reference to whether 
the protected industry 1s ; . 

(i) charging unnecessarily high prices for its gpods, or _ 7 
(ii) acting or omitting to act in a manner which results in high prices 
being charged to consumers ae limitation of quantity, 
deterioration in quality or inflation of cost of production and the 
like, or ms 
(iii) acting in restraint of trade to the detriment of the public ; 

(e) further action to be taken in relation to the protection granted to an 
industry with a view to its increase, decrease, modification or abolition 
according to the circumstances of the case. : ; 

(11) Where in the opinion of the Central Government, it is expedient in 
the public interest that immediate action is required, it may take action to 
impose, vary or abolish any protective duty or to grant, vary or abolish any 
subsidy without obtaining the report of the Commission, but where it does 
so the matter shall be referred to the Commission for inquiry and report as 
soon as may be after the action is taken. 

2. REFERENCE TO THE COMMISSION OF ADDITIONAL MATTERS ARISING OUT 
or ProrecTion.—The Central Government may also refer to the Commis- 
sion for inquiry and report any matter relating to— 

(a) the effect of protection on— 

(i) the general level of prices in the country, ; 
(ii) the cost of living of any specified section of the community, 
(iii) the different sectors of the country’s economy ; _ 

(b) the effect of tariff concessions under trade or commercial agreements 
on the development of any specified industry ; ; 

(c) any anomalies that may result from the working of protective or 
revenue duties (as for example, relationship between the rates of duty on 
finished goods, partly finished goods and raw materials) ; 

(d) the prices of particular commodities, whether protected or not. 

The Commission may on its own motion inquire into and report to the 
Central Government on any of the matters referred to in clauses (b) and 
(c) of 1, or in clauses (a), (b) and (c) of 2 above.

Import Licensing Arrangements in 
British Colonies 


THE following amendment should be made to the particulars which 
have been given in previous issues of the Board of Trade Journal about 
the treatment accorded to goods of United Kingdom origin in certain 
British Colonies :— 
Singapore 

The list of goods of United Kingdom origin for which individual 
import licences will still be required should be amended by the 
addition of the item ‘“ Cement,” under the heading “ Building 
Materials.” (See Board of Trade Journal on July 7, 1951, page 42.) 
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Modifications to Indian Import 
Trade Control 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded copies of notifications which modify the Indian import 
licensing regulations as follows :— 


Newsprint (Serial No. 44 of Part V of the I.T.C. Schedule.) 

Newsprint (i.e. printing paper, white, which contains mechanical wood 
pulp amounting to not less than 70 per cent. of the fibre content and which 
weighs not less than 40 grammes per square metre) is included in Open 
General Licence Nos. XXI and XXIII. It has now been decided that all 
printing papers which conform to the specification mentioned above in 
regard to texture and weight should be deemed to be covered by these 
O.G.L.s irrespective of the colour of the paper. (Public Notice No. 
161-I.T.C. (P.N.)/51 of October 1, 1951.) 


Ivory, unmanufactured (Serial No. 14 of Part IV of the I.T.C. Schedule.) 

It has been decided that licences for this item should be issued to actual 
users, manufacturing ivory goods, to cover their half-yearly requirements 
during the July-December 1951 licensing period. 

Applications for licences should be submitted to the import trade con- 
trollers at the ports in the prescribed form and manner so as to reach them 
not later than October 31, 1951. (Public Notice No. 160-I.T.C. (P.N.)/51 
of October 1, 1951.) 


Studio Bulbs and Lamps (Serial No. 38A of Part II of the I.T.C. Schedule.) 

General licences are being issued freely for the import of studio bulbs 
of above 500 watts from all sources, except South Africa. 

It has now been decided that studio and projector lamps which conform 
with British Standards specification No. 1075 of 1943 and No. 1522 of 
1949, respectively, may also be imported under these licences. 

It will not be necessary for holders of licences for import of studio bulbs 
of above 500 watts to get the description of the licences formally amended 
for this purpose. Customs authorities have been advised to allow clearance 
of studio and projector lamps, of the specifications given above, against 
valid licences issued for studio bulbs of above 500 watts. (Public Notice 
No. 158-I.T.C. (P.N.)/51 of September 27, 1951.) 


Fire Arms (Serial Nos. 312 to 315 of Part IV of the I.T.C. Schedule.) 

It has been decided to grant licences for the import of arms other than 
shot guns from soft currency countries to established importers on the basis 
of a quota of 150 per cent. of half of best year’s imports of fire arms and 
parts rng any complete financial year between the basic period 1945/46 
to 1949/50. 

Applications for this purpose should be submitted in the prescribed, form 
and manner so as to reach the Chief Controller of Imports, New Delhi, 
before October 31, 1951. The applicants should, however, produce along 
with their application a certificate in original from the District Magistrate, 
Superintendent of Police or Commissioner of Police of the District to show 
that the firm is authorized to import and deal in arms under the Arms Act. 
(Public Notice No. 159-I.T.C. (P.N.)/51 of September 28, 1951.) 


Medicines for Medical Practitioners. 

To help doctors wishing to import for their professional use drugs and 
medicines which are in the nature of specialities, it has been decided that 
registered medical practitioners will be eligible to obtain import licences for 
such drugs and medicines for a value not exceeding Rs. 2,500/- in any 
half year. Licences will only be given for preparations which are of a type 
not produced in the country and subject to the condition that they will be 
used only for the treatment of patients and not for retail sale. (Press note 
poo by the Chief Controller of Imports, New Delhi, on September 29, 
1951.) 


Imports into French India 


H.M. VICE-CONSUL at Pondicherry has reported that importers 
in French India may now apply, through accredited local banks, 
to the Commissaire de la Republique aux Etablissements francais dans 
l'Inde for official sterling or transferable French francs with which 
to pay for imports from the sterling area. 

If the application is for sterling and is approved, an Autorisation 
Modele II is issued which entitles the importer to official sterling. 
An Autorisation Modele II is normally valid for three months and 
can be renewed. If the application is for transferable French francs 
and is approved, a special Autorisation is given instead of the 
Modele II. 

Whether payment is to be made in official sterling or in transferable 
French francs United Kingdom exporters are advised to ensure, before 
shipping goods to French India, that their prospective customers 
hold the necessary Autorisation. 
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Revision of Jamaican Customs Tariff 


HE Board of Trade have received copies of the Customs Tariff 

(Revision) Resolution, 1951, and the Customs Tariff (Additional 

Duties) Resolution, 1951, which amend the Jamaican Customs 
Tariff with effect from October 1, 1951. The new tariff and additional 
duties are reproduced in full below.

Colombia 
Assurances for Contracts of Machinery 


RESOLUTION No. 5 of the Colombian Exchange Registry Office 
which was approved by Colombian Presidential Decree No. 1768 of 
August 24, 1951, authorizes guarantees whereby foreign companies 
entering into contracts for the supply to Colombian industrial and 
agricultural enterprises of machinery to be specially constructed for 
some project in Colombia (when this cannot be done in less than 
ten months) can be assured at the time of contract that the import 
registration and foreign exchange will be forthcoming when the 
goods are ready for shipment.

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Consular Invoice Regulations in 


Dominican Republic 


THE Board of Trade has received notice of the following modifica- 
tions to the Dominican law regarding the documents required for 
despatching goods through the Customs :— 


(a) Invoices coming from places where there is no Dominican Consul, 
should be signed by a foreign Consul, but in the event of there being no 
foreign Consul, or of his refusing to sign, such invoices shall be signed by 
the representative of an official Chamber of Commerce or by some person 
who is capacitated to legalize documents of this nature. 


(b) No goods, the value of which exceeds $100.00 will be allowed to be 
imported without the presentation of the corresponding Consular invoice, 
except when such goods are personal effects brought in by travellers. When 
an importer can produce evidence to the effect that it was not possible to 
obtain a Consular invoice, this document may be substituted by a Sworn 
Declaration by the importer or his representative to the Chief Inspector of 
Customs. 


(c) In cases where the Customs receive the Consular invoice they may 
authorize the importer to take a copy of this but only if the said importer 
is in legal possession of the Bill of Lading or some other document of equal 
value. Otherwise, before authorizing a copy to be taken the Customs will 
require the importer to deposit a satisfactory guarantee to cover the value 
of the goods, plus any possible charges or fine. 

(d) If no Consular invoice or Bill of Lading is received and the importer 
or consignee is unable to prove to the satisfaction of the Customs that he is 
the rightful owner of the goods, these shall remain in the Customs warehouse 
until such time as the Consular invoice and the Bill of Lading are presented. 
For this purpose, a period of six months will be allowed from the date of 
arrival of the vessel carrying the goods. In the event of the Customs 
considering the goods to be perishable, they will be sold by public auction, 
for the account of the interested party, and the money therelve rom deposited 
to his credit until the expiry of the period granted for the presentation of 
the invoice and the Bill of Lading. 


(e) If the importer has received the commercial invoice, and can prove 
to the satisfaction of the Customs that he is the rightful owner of the goods 
these will be despatched on the presentation of a guarantee of double their 
value plus the whole amount of any fine which might be applicable. The 
importer will furthermore guarantee to produce the Consular invoice or a 
certified copy thereof, but in case of non-fulfilment of this guarantee, if 
there is any suspicion of fraud, a fine equal to the total amount of the duties 
will be applied. 


(f) If the importer has not received the Consular invoice the goods will 
remain in deposit until the presentation of this document within the period 
established in paragraph (d). If the importer finds it imperative to have the 
goods despatched, this may be done after a close inspection and verification, 
and a statement shal] be prepared which will be approved by the signatures 
of the interested parties. Before proceeding with the despatch, a guarantee 
will be required equal to that specified in paragraph (e) and a further 
guarantee that all documents will be presented, and, furthermore, the same 
rules regarding fraud will be applied. 


Uruguay 


Import Licences for First Category Goods 


IT WAS announced in the Board of Trade Journal on January 13 
(page 86) that Uruguay had suspended goods imported from the 
sterling area from import under the “ sworn declaration’ system 
introduced by Decree of July 20, 1950 (Board of Trade Journal on 
August 19, 1950). The following month this suspension was modified 
to admit under the “ sworn declaration ” system certain groups of 
essential goods imported from the sterling area (Board of Trade 
Journal on March 17, page 613). 

A copy has now been received from the British Embassy in Monte- 
video of Notice No. 137/951, dated October 1, issued by the Uruguayan 
Controller of Exports and Imports. This further modifies the sus- 
pension so as to admit additionally from the sterling area under the 

sworn declaration”’ system imports of First Category goods in 
Group 84, Construction Materials, and Group 93, Drugs, Chemical 
and Pharmaceutical Products.

The effect of this amendment is that these types of wool are now 
regarded as of hygroscopic nature in the administering of the Union 
Weights and Measures Regulations and must in future be labelled in 
accordance with Regulation 44 (2), Part II. 

It is no longer permissible to sell knitting wool without stating the 
weight when packed on the labels or tickets, and manufacturers of 
** Kaffir”’ knitting wools should take early steps to conform to this 
requirement. As the weight of mending, embroidery, tapestry, 
crewel, crocheting and rug making wools is not always readily defined, 
administrative action will be taken to allow these wools to be sold by 
either weight or measure and Regulation 43 (1), Part II, will be 
amended in due course. Where length is relied upon, it must be 
indicated on the labels or tickets in the manner prescribed by Regula- 
tion 44 (1), Part II.

Special Exchange Rates for Exports 
THE Spanish Government announced on September 22, 1951, a 
special export exchange rate of Pesetas 61-320 to the £ sterling, for 
grapes, chestnuts, melons, garlic, dried apricots, onions, apricot 
pulp, capsicum conserves (“‘ conservas pimientos”’) and “ turron.” 
The same special exchange rate will apply to olives “‘ de verdeo.”’

Foresight on blue glass 


LONG BEFORE THE PAPER was made on which today’s 
news appears Albert Robbins* had all the information he needed. 
In charge of the giant grindstones which reduce logs to pulp at 
the only groundwood mill in the United Kingdom—one of the 
group of Bowaters’ mills in Kent—part of Robbins’ job is to ensure 
that the wood is ground to give exactly the right fibre for the 
manufacture of good paper.
